DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Applicant's election without traverse of group I (claim 74) in the reply filed 
on 10/6/2007 is acknowledged. 

Applicant has added claims 94-138 and canceled claims 75-93 in the 
amendment filed on 10/6/2007. 

Claims 74 and 94-138 are pending in this Office Action. 

Election/Restrictions 

2. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 
121: 

I. Claim 74 is drawn to accepting a search term, which is classified in 
class 707, subclass 6.

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4. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and 
have acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different 
classification, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
